PRESIDENT OF GETTYSBURG

Was the Representative in Congress 


fsom this District in the 48th 


and 49th Congresses. 


DR. Joiix A. SWOPE, former repre- 
sentative' in Congress from this dis- 
trict, and vice president of the Wash- 
ington Loan and Trust Company from 
the date of its organization in 1889, 
until 1905, when he retired, aa well as 
president of the Gettysburg National 
Bank, for years, died at his home inj 
Washington, D. C., at 1 o'clock Tues- 
day morning of last week, in his 82nd 
year. Dr. Swope was born in Gettys- 
burg December 25, 1827, and was the 
son of George and Margaret Swope. 
Tbe first, American, ancestor of the 
family came to this Country from Ger- 
man Palatinate soon after the revoca- 
tion of the edict of Nantes, and set- 
tled in York county, Pa., where the de 
Kcendants have continued to live in 
the original homestead.. 
Dr. Swope's early education prepara 


tory to college, was received in the 
Gettysburg gymnasium. Later he at- 
tended -Mount St. Mary's College in 
Maryland and Pennsylvania College. 
Entering the junior class in Princeton 
IB 1845. he graduated in 1847, and at 
the time of his death was the second 
oldest member of the Princeton Alum- 
ni Association of Washington, and was 
one oi the four living members of the 
.class ot 1847. 


He studied medicine at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. Alter complet- 
ing the course and receiving his de- 
.gree of doctor of medicine, he com- 
menced the practice of his profession 
in Hanover and later moved to Gettys- 
burg and practiced until 1863, when 
.other interests claimed his attention. 
In 1879 he became president of the 


Gettysburg National Bank, the succes- 
sor of the Gettysburg Bank, organized 
in 1814, of which his grandfather and 
his father haa, respectively, occunitd 
the position of president. 


Dr. Swope was a Democrat and a 


representative of the nineteenth con- 
gressional district of Pennsylvania in 
the Forty-eighth and Forty-ninth Con- 
gresses. He was a member of the 
•dio Society of Princeton, and has 
been vicp president of the board. of 
trustees of Pennsylvania College"-'*^ 
Interested In various local organiza- 
tions, of this place. He donated to St. 
James Lutheran Church the tower of 
•the church. 


He participated actively in the orga- 
nization of the Washington Loan and 
'Trust Company. At the time of ~his 
•death Dr.-Swope was a director in the 
Washington Loan and Trust Company, 
the Columbia National Bank and the 
Gettysburg National Bank. 


He was a man of retiring disposi- 


tion, and while deeply interested in 
all public matters, rarely took an ac- 
tive part. He was regarded as a sound 
and conservative business man, and 
his long experience in financial mat- 


• ters gave him that knowledge which 


made Ms advice much sought after 
and which he cheerfully and freely 
gave at all times. 


Funeral services were held in Wash- 


ington Wednesday afternoon and body 
' -was brought to Gettysburg on Thurs- 


day and interment made in the Ever 
•green cemetery:

Will Admit Light to the Dark Hall.

Basements. 


Germany uses glass bricks for build- 


ing purposes with mea^ureable suc- 
cess. In Berlin IB constructed a small 
Tills, the walls of which ars built of 
Class bricks of several shades of dark 
freen and blue. The glass bricks are 
especially adapted to construction 
where light, cleanliness and neatness 
are particularly In demand. In Ham- 
burg they are utilized in place of 
windows. They admit light in walls 
which police regulations require to 
be fireproof and wlndowless. 


In addition to admitting light to 


dark hallways, rooms etc, they are 
said to possess the same strength as 
ordinary clay bricks. They are also 
utilized in walls in yards and parti- 
tions in the interior of houses, sales- 
rooms, offices, workshops, etc., as well 
as for the construction of verandas, 
hothouses, kiosks, bathrooms, hospi- 
tals. Ice factories, butcher shops, rail- 
road stations, breweries, stables and 
in other places. where cleanliness, 
light and uniform temperatures are 
especially desired. 


The bricks are also made with a 


wire coating for fireproof walls. In 
some of the recently erected buildings 
in Milan, Italy, bricks made of glass 
have been adopted for ground and up- 
per floors on account of the light ob- 
tained. They are also coming into use 
for partition work in some of the hos- 
pitals on account of the hygienic prin- 
ciples. 


In one of the leading hanking insti- 


tutions of the city c_ Turin the lobby 
office floor, which is about 36x58 feet, 
Is entirely paved with glass bricks 
laid in iron frames for the purpose of 
admitting light into the basement, 
where are located numerous private 
boxes or vaults. In the Netherlands 
hollow green transparent glass bricks 
are used principally for light-giving 
purposes in machine shops and con- 
servatories.

Women in Postal Service. 


The distinction of first appointing a 


woman postmaster does not belong to j 
America, nor is the employment of I 
women in the postal service a new j 
idea. As early as 1548 a woman post- j 
master was appointed to look after j 
the mails of Braine le Comte, an im- j 
portant town of France. In the try- 
ing times of the Thirty Years' War 
the principal office in the postal serv- 
ice of Europe was held by a woman, 
Alexandrine de Rue. From 1628 to 
1646 she was in charge of the mails 
of the German empire, the 
Nether- 


lands, Burgundy and Lorraine. She 
was known as a master general of 
the mails. 
In America, 
Elizabeth 


Harvey was the first to hold a place 
in the postal department. 
She had 


charge of the letters In Portsmouth, 
N. H., in the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century. A half century after- 
ward Lydia Hill was placed in charge 
of the post office in Salem, Mass. 


Polishing by Hot Air. 


The marvels of friction are infinite. 


The use of the sand blast for polish- 
ing metals is Quite a recent invention, 
and now it is followed by that of a 
blast of simple hot air. It is the. ve- 
locity that gives the polishing power. 
The articles to be treated are placed 
in a basket in a centrifugal machine 
driven at a very high speed and heat- 
ed air is blown from a pipe through 
the basket. A high polish is thus pro- 
duced very rapidly. 


Nickel plated articles that have be- 


come tarnished are made bright in a 
few minutes. 
Wet metal fresh from 


the bath needs no preliminary drying, 
for the current of air dries and pol- 
ishes at the same moment. It is only 
necessary to so pack the articles that 
the air reaches them on all sides.— 
Youth's Companion.

Will Admit Light to the Dark Hall- 


ways ano to 
Dark 


Basements. 


Germany uses glass bricks for build- 


Ing purposes with uieasureable suc- 
cess. In Berlin Is constructed a small 
villa, the walls of which aro built of 
glass bricks of several shades of dark 
green and bluo. The glass bricks are 
especially adapted to construction 
where light,, cleanliness and neatness 
are particularly in demand. In Ham- 
burg they are utilized in place of 
windows. They admit light in walls 
which, police regulations require to 
be fireproof and wlndowless. 


In addition to admitting light to 


dark hallways, rooms etc., they are 
said to possess the same strength as 
ordinary clay bricks. 
They are also 


utilized in walls in yards and parti- 
tions in the interior of houses, sales- 
rooms, offices, workshops, etc., as well 
as for the construction of verandas, 
hothouses, kiosks, bathrooms, hospi- 
tals, ice factories, butcher shops, rail- 
road stations, breweries, stables and 
in other places where cleanliness, 
light and uniform temperatures are 
especially desired. 


The bricks are also made with a 


vire coaling for fireproof walls. In 
some of the recently erected buildings 
in Milan, Italy, bricks made of glass 
have been adopted for ground and up- 
per floors on account of the light ob- 
tained. They are also coming into use 
for partition work in some of the hos- 
pitals on account of the hygienic prin- 
ciples. 


In one of the leading banking insti- 


tutions of the city c, Turin the lobby 
office floor, which is about 36x5S feet, 
is entirely paved with glass bricks 
laid in iron, frames for the purpose of 
admitting light into the basement, 
where are located numerous private 
bozes or vaults. In the Netherlands 
hollow green transparent glass bricks 
are used principally lor light-giving 
purposes in machine shops and con- 
servatories.

-•Polishing by Hot Air. 


The marvels of friction are infinite. 


The use of the sand blast for polish- 
ing metals is quite a recent invention, 
and now it is followed by that of a 
blast of simple hot air. It is the ve- 
locity that gives the polishing power. 
The articles to be treated are placed 
in a basket in a centrifugal machine 
driven at a very high, speed and heat- 
ed air is blown from a pipe through 
the basket. A high polish is thus pro- 
duced very rapidly. 


Xickel plated articles that have be- 


come tarnished are made bright in a 
few minutes. "Wet metal fresh, from 
the bath needs no preliminary drying, 
for the current of air dries and pol- 
ishes at the same moment.

Germany uses glass bricks for build- 


Ing purposes with mea^ureable suc- 
cess. In Berlin is constructed a small 
Tilla, the walls of which are built of 
glass bricks of several shades of dark 
green and blue. The glass bricks are 
especially 
adapted to construction 


where light, cleanliness and neatness 
are particularly in demand. In Ham- 
burg they are utilized in place of 
windows. They admit light in walls 
which police regulations require to 
be fireproof and windowless. 


In addition to admitting light to 


dark hallways, rooms etc., they are 
said to possess the same strength as 
ordinary clay bricks. They are also 
utilized in walls in yards and parti- 
tions in the interior of houses, sales- 
rooms, offices, workshops, etc., as well 
as for the construction of verandas, 
hothouses, kiosks, bathrooms, hospi- 
tals, ice factories, butcher shops, rail- 
road stations, breweries, stables and 
in other places where cleanliness, 
light and uniform temperatures are 
especially desired. 


The bricks are also made with a 


wire coating for fireproof walls. 
In 


some of the recently erected buildings 
in Lilian, Italy, bricks made of glass 
have been adopted for ground and up- 
per floors on account of the light ob- 
tained. Thej' are also corning into use 
for partition work in some of the hos- 
pitals on account of the hygienic prin- 
ciples. 


In oae of the leading banking insti- 


tutions of the city c_ Turin the lobby 
office floor, which is about SCxoS feet, 
Is entirely paved with glass bricks 
laid in iron frames for the purpose of 
admitting light into the basement, 


• where are located numerous private 


boxes or vaults. In the Netherlands 
hollow green transparent glass bricks 
are used principally for light-giving 
purposes is machine shop.- and con 
servatories.

Bow the Farmers Busted a Trust 


"Mr. Wallace came into this larger 


field of Agricultural journalism at a 
tiinei wheu politics was red bet," 
writes Fred W. tseckman in HUMAN 
LIFE for December. 
"He bad no per- 


sonal liking for the political game 
but be bad learned tbat the farmers' 
interests are BO involved in it tbat the 
farmer must get into it occasionally, 
HO be joined wilh tbe forces tbat were 
seeking to euro monopoly. 


"In the latter 70's and early 80's the 


notorious barbed wire trust was levy- 
ing heavy toil upon tbe farmers of tbe 
West through its apparent ownership 
or control of all barbed wire patents 
that were worth while. There was no 
particular encouragement to a dght 
with tbe trust, but Iowa farmers de- 
termined to undertake tbe struggle 
anyway. 


"Mr. Wallace assisted in organizing 


10,000 and more of them into a trust- 
busting alliance which put up many 
thousands of dollars for tbe war. A 
young Des Moines lawyer, tben at 
tbe beginning of bis career, now Unit- 
ed States senator, Albert B. Cummins 
was engaged to conduct the fight. 


"Though tbe trust claimed to own 


every patent worth while, this young 
lawyer found positive evidence tbat 
an Iowa farmer had made a rude barb 
ed wire fence to keep tbe hogs out of 
bis garden years before the trust pat 
ents were allowed, and upon this 
ground the trust was whipped."

Government Regulation of Railroads 


Darius, Miller, president of the Chi- 


cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, 
speaks from hib point of view on this 
subject, in THF Worti.o TO-DAY for 
December: 


Government regulation is here to 


stuv, and. intelligently administered, 
it is no bugbear'to raitroad owners or 
managers. On the contrary, it can 
and should be a protection and safe** 
guard 
It is plain, however, lo every 


one that the result today of the activ- 
ity of ine federal and state tribunals 
has greatly altered tbe position of rail- 
road securities in tbe public eye They 
no loneer offer opportunities for specu- 
lative profits; the only speculative 
element remaining arues from and 
inheres in the sensitive fear that capi- 
tal alwaye exhibits in tne face of bos- 
tile or adverse conditions. Tbe inves- 
tor, wisely or not, to-day views tbe 
safety and future value of railroad se- 
curities with distrust. Meager returns, 
coupled with doubt about the public 
intention toward invested capital in 
railroad properties, are making it 
more difficult and also more expen- 
s e to secure funds for tbe urgent im- 
provements and extensions that are 
necessary to fully equip tbe railroads 
to keep abreast of the times. Whether 
this fear is well grounded remains for 
tbe future to determine. Every patri- 
otic citizen should persuade himself 
and his neighbor that this great in- 
dustrial servant is in safe bands, and 
see to it that this proves to be so. 
Otherwise, a continuation of inade- 
quate transportation facilities will, as 
certainly as night follows day, "place 
au arbitrary limit upon the future pro- 
ductivity of the laud " This was tbe 
anxious utterance of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in 1907 and 
the present concern of every thought- 
ful student of the situation.
